Ready To Bargain 
The charge came as the four- 
day sixth (biennial) eonstitution- 
i a1 convention came to a close. 
Hut as Murray criticized Saw­ 
yer he hoisted aloft a tiny smoke 
signal for steel labor peace, urg­ 
ing officials of the 
industry 
to 
call a 
meeting 
“prom ptly’’ 
and 
“to bargain out agreements based 
on the wage stabilization recom­ 
mendations.'’ 
Murray, sometimes shouting and 
shaking his fist, 
insisted 
again 
that the union is ready—and al­ 
ways has been ready—to bargain 
with the industry. 
The convention-ending haran­ 
gue was based on a letter Sawyer 
wrote to Murray, and which 
the 
Commerce 
Secretary 
might be read to the 2,500 dele­ 
gates representing the 
1,100,000 
steelworkers. 
And read it Murray did, waving 
it at his stunned

Paper Price Boost 
Puts Squeeze On 
Publishers In U. S.

YORK— (ZP)— Faced with 
another

boost in the 
price of Canadian new sprint—the 
second such increase in less than 
i a 
year — Am erican 
newspaper 
publishers find themselves in an 
increasingly difficult cost squeeze 
in getting out you r daily paper. 
The latest increase— ifs sched­ 
uled to take effect J u n e 15—is ex­ 
pected to add m ore than 50 mil­ 
lion dollars a year to costs of pub­ 
lishing in this country. 
Up 152 Per Cent 
Newsprint, the paper that news­ 
papers are printed on, accounts 
for up to 50 per cent of the ex­ 
pense of getting out a big metro­ 
politan daily. Figuring in the new 
SIO increase, the price of news­ 
print since V-J day has climbed 
J52 per cent. It has gone up more 
than 200 per cent since the great 
depression. 
Some 
publishers 
predict 
that 
tne higher costs will 


w ard fewer and larger newspa­ 
pers, tow-ard m ergers 
and 
con­ 
solidations, will gather new force. 
Expectations are that an increas­ 
ing num ber of newspapers may be 
put out of business.

Price Director Ellis Arnall, in a

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Editorials^— 
It Is Well That City Uses 
Caution In Carnival Permits 
THE Escanaba City Council appears to be 
acting with justifiable caution in call­ 
ing for an investigation by the city safety 
director before it grants a permit for a 
carnival to show here, as requested by the 
local post of the American Legion. 
Certainly the American Legion as spon­ 
sors of the carnival, the City Council as 
the public body which must decide for or 
against the permit, and the people of the 
community will want to know the show’s 
reputation and the experience 
of 
other 
cities before a permit is granted here. 
In asking for an investigation by the city 
safety director it can be assumed the City 
Council will want him to be thorough and 
present to the Council as much informa­ 
tion as possible. This will assist the Coun­ 
cil in its deliberations. 
There must be no misunderstanding on 
the part of the public, 
however, 
as to 
where the responsibility rests, whatever 
the decision on the application for a per­ 
mit. It if the City Council that must decide. 
The safety director is responsible only for 
reporting his findings. 
Councilman Guy Knutson has already 


put himself on record as opposed to car­ 
nivals in Escanaba. He stated his reasons 
and voted against the motion to have the 
application tor permit referred 
to 
the 
safety director. 
Perhaps there are some people who are 
puzzled by the need for regulations re­ 
quiring carnivals and circuses to first ob­ 
tain a permit from the city before they 
show here. 
The answer does not reflect credit upon 
the quality of many traveling shows. Cities 
require applications for permit for such 
forms of itinerant entertainment because 
of past unhappy experience. Complaints of 
being gypped, complaints concerning lewd 
shews, 
complaints 
of 
misrepresentation 
and over-charging come to the police from 
the carnival customers. 
Councilman Knutson pointed this out in 
debate at the Council meeting. Although it 
is true thai people do not have to attend 
carnivals or spend money there, Council­ 
man 
Knutson 
questioned 
whether 
the 
Council does not have a responsibility in 
protecting tne public. 
It is this question, plus the findings of 
the safety director, that the Council will un­ 
doubtedly consider in making a final de­ 
cision on the request for a permit.

Once the German opposition to the pro­ 
posed Western terms of settlement came 
chiefly from the Social Democrats under 
the leadership of nationalistic Kurt Schu­ 
macher. Today it is more widespread, ex­ 
tending into the three government parties, 
including Adenauer’s Christian Democratic 
Union. 
If 
Adenauer 
cannot successfully quell 
this opposition, then prospects for adoption 
of the peace contract are dark. And with­ 
out a peace contract it would be folly to 
entertain bright hopes of a European de-

unite. 
One European said recently that if Ger­ 
many’s position in the Western European 
structure cannot be worked out by sum­ 
mer, the whole timetable of Western de­ 
fense could be virtually wrecked and “we 
would be back where we were in 1947.” 
The outlook for Western solidarity is not 
helped by the recent British Labor party 
statement setting almost impossible con­ 
ditions upon the inclusion of ‘a

But this potent minority 
force in a key Western ally cannot be ig­ 
nored.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Usually placid “Uncle” 
Omar 
Bradley, 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, practically burned up the 
telecommunications between 
Washington 
and Tokyo the other night over the Ko- 
rean-prisoner snafu. 
Bradley came down to the Pentagon at 
8:30 p. rn. after Brig Gen. Charles Colson 
had published his statement of concessions 
given to obtain the release of Brig. Gen. 
Francis Dodd. And he stayed there until 
11:30 p. rn., exchanging caustic comments 
with Gen. Mark Clark, who had stepped 
off his plane three days before to find him­ 
self in a hornets’ nest. 
Here are the highlights of the bawling- 
out General Bradley gave to the staff in 
Tokyo. It indicates how seriously the Koje 
Island fiasco upset Washington and oui 
international relations. 
“Colson’s agreement with 
prisoners of 
war received wide treatment with sensa­ 
tional headlines.” Bradley opened his talk 
with Tokyo. 
“Effect on propaganda posi­ 
tion with rest of world very bad.” 
Bradley then angrily commented on the 
agreement that Colson reached with the 
prisoners. 
“Colson says in the future all prisoners 
of war can expect ‘humane treatment in 
this camp according to the principles of in­ 
ternational 
law’,” 
commented 
General 
Bradley. “This implies that we have not 
been giving them humane treatment ac­ 
ool ding to the principles of international 
law. Our understanding here is that they 
have always received humane treatment 
and that the principles of international law 
have been continually upheld. . . 
“Colson states: ‘I will do all within my 
power to eliminate further violence and 
bloodshed.’ It is assumed that we have al­ 
ways taken all steps possible to prevent 
violence and bloodshed but that violence 
on the part of the prisoners has in some 
cases led to bloodshed and that Colson 
made this statement merely 
to 
satisfy 
Communist demands. . . 
WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 
“Colson stated that if such incidents ap­ 
pear in the future he would be responsi­ 
ble,” continued the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs. “Difficult to understand this state­ 
ment because it is our understanding that 
all previous cases have been caused by the 
action of the prisoners themselves. . . 
“Colson states: ‘I can inform you thai 
after General Dodd’s release there will be 
no more forcible screening or any rearm- | 
ing of any rearming of prisoners of war in i 
this camp, nor will any attempt be made at I 
nominal screening.’ 
“This 
statement 
seems to violate our 
principles on which the whole armistice 
negotiations now hang. As to the rearming 
of prisoners of war, we have no informa­ 
tion here that prisoners of war 
in 
the 
camps have ever been rearmed.” 
Bradley, still hot under the collar, added 
in his trans-Pacific 
talk 
with 
General 
Clark: “You Stated that Colson’s reply was 
made under duress and that the Commu­ 
nists’ demands were unadulterated black­ 
mail and any commitments made by Gen­ 
eral Colson as a result of such demands 
should be interpreted accordingly. This has 
raised the question in the minds of the

MANY HELPS—It is not our intention 
to construct a large or even medium-sized^ 
yacht. We do not dally with the thought 
of building a sail boat, although sail boats 
are economical to operate. 
What we have in mind is a flat-bottomed 
row boat to replace the old craft batteled 
to pieces in last year’s storms. This new 
row boat will be made of wood—not of 
aluminum oi steel or plastic. 
To this end we went 
to the 
library 
and told Mrs. John Owen we planned to 
build a boat and did they have any books 
on the subject. Quicker than it takes to 
chisel a boat stem we had three books 
on how to build boats. One of the books 
is aptly titled “Boat Building for the 
Amateur.” 
The books contained all of the essential 
instructions on the construction of ves els 
ranging from canoes and kayaks to 40-foot 
cabin cruisers.

SOMETHING NEW—Boat building has 
been simplified in a number of ways tor 
the amateur. 
With marine plywood and paper pat­ 
terns it is possible to whip up a boat | 
almost overnight. This boat will be as 
strong as the conventional make and 
light enough to carry atop an automo­ 
bile. 
While chatting with 
Atty. William E. 
“Bill” Anderson about our boat-building 
project he reported that one of the latest 
innovations is the use of spun glass cloth 
which is used to cover a boat and keep 
it watertight. Some people are even cov­ 
ering their old boats with it, he said.

WORDS WE MIGHT HAVE HAD 
Several months ago I related how the 
word “fascinate” was developed from the 
Latin word “Tusculum.” which 
was 
a 
charm or amulet. A Roman mother hung 
such a charm from the neck ol her child to 
protect him from the power of the ev il eye. 
This was a power supposed to be held by 
some people who merely by 
staring 
or 
looking fixedly at a child or 
an 
animal 
could bring harm upon it. 
In Ireland, a person under the spell of 
the evil eye w'as said to be "eye - bitten.” 
and 
the person suspected of casting the 
spell was an "eye-biter.” These terms pass­ 
ed into England in the late sixteenth cen­ 
tury, but, evidently, the scholars of that 
country thought the words were too oi -\ 
dinary. So. calling upon their knowledge 
of Latin, they came up with “fascinated” 
and “fascinator.” which exactly met the 
needs and have been in use ever since 
Similarly, we might have had 
“again- 
rising” or “gain-rising.” Both were actual­ 
ly in use back iii Chaucer's time, the four­ 
teenth century, but w'ere replaced by “re­ 
surrection,’' which has the same meaning 
At the same time a 
“bodeword,” 
from 
“bode.” to announce, 
was used for “an­ 
nouncement”: and 
“earthtiller” 
was

farmer or agriculturist, a word that might 
easily have remained in the language, al­ 
might also “tilinan," another

for 
farmer. 
Some words that might well have been 
retained 
are: 
“water-fright” 
for hydro­ 
phobia. if we care to hang on to the no­ 
tion tiiat animals afflicted with the disea.-* 
actually fear water; “yeurday” for anni­ 
versary;

Skilled leadership in an indus­ 
trial organization is not enough, 
It w ill increase production, w hich 
th e free world needs desperately, 
b u t of itself it will not solve the 
social problem s that threaten to 
destroy the very system of pro­ 
duction upon whch our national 
w elfare depends. 
O ur blind spot as businessm en 
is our failure to sense com pelling 
personal responsibility 
for 
the 
perpetuation of that system , our 
naive belief that we have done 
our part when 
we 
break 
the 
production records, and that we 
m ay leave to others the defense 
of free enterprise. There are no 
others. C hristianity was not car­ 
ried to the heathen by athesists, 
nor com m unism to the satellites 
by capitalists. 
We and we alone m ust be the 
ones to hold aloft the sym bol of 
our faith that the driving pow er 
and infinite ingenuity or private 
initiative 
m ake 
more 
people 
happy than plannng by the clois­ 
tered few. 
Words Fall On Deaf Ears 
B ut to win converts w e m ust 
have an audience, and right now 
our public isn't 
listening. 
Our 
w ords fall on deaf ears, not be­ 
cause they lack truth, but rath er 
because of who we are th at speak 
them . T he Am erican businessm an 
is no longer the natural leader 
in his com m unity. His father and 
his grandfather were. 
They cut 
th e forest, broke the prairie to the 
plow, and built crude forges to 
m ake iron, but they also 
hew ed 
w ith their own hands the tim bers 
for the village church, 
and 
set 
aside section 16 in every tow n­ 
ship for the school. The m iracle 
of production had not yet w rought 
its hypnosis on the minds of m en 
to whom God gave the gift of 
leadership, and they knew th at 
the w elfare of all was the re ­ 
sponsibility of each. 
W e have far outstripped them 
In tons per m an, but are u n ­ 
w orthy sons in term s 
of 
civic 
consciousness. How vast and im ­ 
m ediate would be the enhance­ 
m ent of our prestige if every in ­ 
dustrial leader 
who 
breaks 
a 
production record could also be 
pointed to as the man who broke 
a record in 
character 
form ing, 
better schools, and better politics. 
The m eans by which vee do this 
are at hand, even in 
the 
great 
m etropolitan areas. We are a n a ­ 
tion of voluntary 
organizations, 
and it m ay be that when the his­ 
tory of our tim es is w ritten th a t 
characteristic will 
stand 
out 
as 
our m ost revolutionary contribu­ 
tion to the advancem ent of hum an 
w elfare by dem ocratic processes. 
It is the precise anthithesis to 
central planning, for it preserves 
the wisdom of the m any w hile 
harnessing the power of aroused 
individual responsibility. 
In 
the 
tw enties it 
was 
fashionable 
to 
laugh at all this, to ridicule B ab­ 
bitt, but in the sober fifties we 
are still trying to recapture the 
values lost in the com placency 
and sophistication of those years. 
Democracy At W ork 
C ertainly, it is this ch aracter­ 
istic w hich 
today 
distinguishes 
E urope from the United States in 
the general attack on social prob­ 
lem s. They have only the 
m ost 
ru d im entary and feeble 
coun ter­ 
p arts for our voluntary 
associa­ 
tions of citizens w ho share a com ­ 
m on in terest and are determ ined 
to strive unselfishly and tireless- 4 
ly to achieve a common end. P e r­ 
sonally, I am glad that B abbitt 
w as an A m erican. Let them have 
socialism , let them have the dead 
hand of collectivism 
w here 
the 
governm ent knows all and 
does 
all, w hile the citizen w aits 
for 
som eone else to do it, but give m e 
the hustle and earnestness of the 
R otary, the 
League 
of 
W omen 
Voters, the C om m unity Chest, the 
Red Cross, and all that infinite 
v ariety of com m ittee action that 
is indigenous to America. It is 
som etim es ludicrous, and 
often 
w asteful, but it is dem ocracy at 
w ork. Only I wish that we m ight 
see m ore such com m ittees h ead ­ 
ed by a businessm an, instead of 


by his public relations officer or 
a professional uplifter. 
Take the C om m unity Chest, for 
exam ple, or as we call it in Chi­ 
cago, the Com m unity Fund. Can 
any accom plishm ent of our tech­ 
nology surpass 
in 
significance 
this unique A m erican invention 
for clearing 
aw ay 
the 
human 
wreckage which 
our mass 
pro­ 
duction has brought in its train? 
When industry faces up 
to 
its 
obligations to the social agencies 
represented by its 
Community 
Chest, it recognizes 
th at 
social 
problem s are here to stay, that 
hereafter there w ill be no social 
vacuums, and that either we will 
m eet the needs of our com m uni­ 
ties in forthright fashion by vol­ 
untary effort, or governm ent will 
step in, thus m arching us another 
long step down the road toward 
socialism and the ultim ate ex­ 
tinguishm ent of free enterprise. 
The Hidden Distress 
We cannot have it both 
ways: 
we cannot pursue our own inter­ 
ests and ignore those of 
others, 
for if we turn our backs on the 
community, it will shortly turn its 
back on us. 
All of this is clearly 
perceived 
by any 
large 
com pany 
which 
moves into a rem ote area to build 
a new plant. W orkm en m ust be 
attracted, and the personnel m an­ 
ager is keenly sensitive to the 
fact that no proud A m erican who 
has the required skills w ill move 
his family out into 
the 
sticks 
w here they m ust live under sub­ 
norm al conditions, ju st for money. 
So the company lays out an at­ 
tractive town site, builds m odern 
homes, and sets about seeing that 
there are schools and hospitals 
and churches, and all the things 
th at make for good living. 
But when the sam e social needs 
are concealed beneath the drab 
blankets of confusion and the im ­ 
personal vastness of a great city, 
not so m any corporate executives 
have the im agination and charact­ 
er to sense a direct necessity for 
effort on their p art w ith respect 
to the hidden distress. 
Let a frail and elderly lady fall 
to the sidewalk on a busy street 
and ten men in th at block will 
rush to her aid. If she is obvious­ 
ly in w ant there is sure to be one 
■who will take her hom e in a cab, 
and as he leaves he w ill press a 
ten dollar bill in her hand, his 
h eart warm for the rest of 
the 
day because of w hat he has done. 
B ut give him a 
card 
from 
the 
Com munity Fund representing a 
call of solicitation he should make 
on a neighboring firm , 
th at 
all 
frail women in 
th at 
great 
city 
who are in w ant m ay have a ten 
dollar bill 
pressed 
into 
their 
hands by a trained social w orker, 
and he may put it off for a week, 
or perhaps not do it at all. 
Accepting Responsibility 
Then w hat about corporate giv­ 
ing, the direct 
m oney 
contribu­ 
tions from business as such to the 
voluntary 
agencies 
th at 
exist 
about us for advancem ent of the 
w elfare of the society which be­ 
stows on 
us the 
privilege 
of 
production for private profit? 
I hold the deep conviction, of 
course, that the m eeting of the 
social needs of the com m unity is 
a proper charge to the cost of pro­ 
duction. It is not charity, but the 
acceptance 
of 
responsibility. I 


note, for exam ple, that R ussia-has 
no com m unity fund no 
p rivate 
business either. Time was when 
corporation law yers w rote 
p ro ­ 
found legal opinions to the effect 
that a gift 
to 
a hospital, 
or a 
library, or a college was ultra v ir­ 
es, beyond the powers 
of 
the 
board of directors as expressed 
in the charter, but a most w hole­ 
some up-surge of public 
opinion 
w ith regard to this im portant su b ­ 
ject is fast breaking 
down 
th at 
barrier. How can it be ultra vires 
for a corporation to 
strive 
to 
preserve the form of society w hich 
alone m akes possible the contin­ 
uation of the business? 
Take the case of 
a 
com pany 
that operates a plant in Chicago. 
More than likely it 
has 
stock­ 
holders in each 
of 
the 
forty- 
eight states. Is it reasonable to 
suppose that a stockholder owning 
tw enty shares who lives in Rhode 
Island will be aw are of the seri­ 
ous deficit at a colored 
hospital 
on Chicago’s south side, and so 
moved by the need, that he will 
w rite to inquire if a cam paign is 
on and send in a contribution?? 
Yet if th at 
hospital 
is 
just 
around the corner from the plant 
and the 
com pany 
ignores 
its 
m anifest and 
urgent 
need, 
the 
neighborhood 
will 
deteriorate, 
good w orkm en will move aw ay, 
production will fall, and dividends 
will have to be curtailed.

Inattention Shows Lack Of 
Interest 
By Elizabeth B. Hurlock, Ph.D. 
When a person is interested in 
what is going on, he pays close at­ 
tention to it. When, however, he 
is bored, he will allow his atten­ 
tion to drift elsewhere. A polite 
person covers up his boredom to 
avoid hurting other people’s feel­ 
ings. The young couple, described 
in the following letter, show' poor 
breeding by their impolitness: 
(Q) “We would like to know 
what makes this younb couple 
act as they do. Whenever we or 
anyone else begins to speak to 
either of them, they will look at 
you and seem interested in your 
first few words. Then they will 
turn their heads around and 
look at someone else or even 
speak to someone else. In short, 
they make you feel as if they 
were not in the least hit inter­ 
ested. When they do this, my 
husband will close his mouth and 
not say another 
word. 
These 
people both attended college and 
are supposed to be well educat­ 
ed. How should we act when 
they behave like this to us?” 
(A) Unless you are fond enough 
of this couple to want to put up 
with their 
rudeness, 
why 
not 
scratch them off your list. Surely 
it cannot be satisfying to have a 
person turn away from you while 
you are talking and talk to some­ 
one else. It implies that they are 
not interested in you or what you 
have to say. 
Most people react as your hus­ 
band does under 
such 
circum­ 
stances. After all, why should he 
or you put yourselves out to be 
agreeable to people who act as if 
they are bored with what you are 
saying? There are plenty of agree­ 
able people, so why waste your 
time on people who actually hurt 
your feelings or insult you? 
Having a college education has 
nothing to do with a person’s m an­ 
ners or lack of manners. Colleges 
assume that their students know 
the common courtesies of life when 
they come to college and, there­ 
fore, they do not try 
to 
teach 
them manners. Your friends are 
selfish and self-centered, thinking 
prim arily of themselves and their 
interests rather than of other peo­ 
ple. That is why they are so in­ 
considerate of others. Their trouble 
stems from a personality weak­ 
ness, not from the amount of edu­ 
cation they have had.

This was the man Hogan could­ 
n’t lick, lean lord of the fairways 
in the early forties now almost 
forgotten in the post-war legend 
of invicibility that has grown up 
around his bantam fellow’ Texan. 
“Ben and I were conscious of 
each 
other, 
it 
seems, 
ever 
since we were kids,” Byron Nel­ 
son said. 
“But it always was 
the friendliest of rivalries. N ev­ 
er a bit of bitterness. 
“ We were the same age. 
We 
caddied on the same course — 
Glen Garden in Fort Worth. 
It 
was natural w e should become 
companions and competitors. 
“I remember our first match. 
It was in a Fort Worth caddies’ 
tournament. 
We were 15, I sup­ 
pose. 
It was a nine-hole meet 
and we tied for the championship. 
I won the playoff, and there it 
began.” 
Golf history shows that from 
that day 
to this Hogan, 
al­ 
though winner of tournaments 
in which Nelson competed, nev­ 
er was able to conquer Byron 
when they clashed in man-to- 
man combat.

“Before, during and after the
